When It first offered the course last sum- 
mer, Cornell made Itself unpopular in many 

■ quarters. It was cliarBed, among other things, 
that one of the teachers had taught com- 

■ munl-sm to soldiers, and had indoctrinated 
. civilian student.? with the principles of that 

social and economic philosophy. 

But the university heads, undaunted, arc 
oflerliig the course again this summer— and 
with plenty of prospective takers, A recent 
discussion of this course at the university 
even ral.scd the question: Why do we hate 

. comniunlsm? 

Mo.st ol us don't like communism and ncv- 

• pr will. Bui now thai we have a warUme al- 
liance with Russia, there arc some who will 
argue that It will do no harm to know a little 

' .more about communism; that from this 
standpoint It might be well for our colleges 
and unlveraltlca lo offer courses of enlight- 
enment. 

Tliose who make this .luggestlon, however, 
do so with their (Ingers crossed. College 
courses would Involve practical difficulties, 
they admit. It would not be easy to find 

■ teachers with a first-hand knowledge ot 
Hussli who could discuss the Russian sys- 

' tern dispassionately. And those who have vis- 
ited the Soviet union tend toward an Ina- 
bility to discuss communism without trying 
lo make converts of their listeners, or eisp to- 
ward a wholesale damnation ot the system. 
Why? 

Because trying to mix Americanism with 
; communism makes lor a concocUon Vhal's no 
; good. 

' Communism conflicts with American in- 
; dlvidualUy and tradition. It runs afoul of the 
' average American's acquisitive Instinct. It 

■ denies the precious right to think for oneself. 
It Isn't natural for us to love and hate the 

. .same things. 

The typical native communist Is also an 
alienating Influence. With rare exceptions, 

■ he Is an Irritating Individual. Lack of humor 
seems to be a requirement for party mem- 
bership. He Is dogmatic and stuffed with 

. sneering epithets. He shquts. He Is never 
wrong. And when cornered by a good argu- 
. ^ent, he squirms out cither by calling names 
or changing the color ot his own stripes. 
We agree that nothing Is gained by wlth- 
. holding the facts ot life from the public, even 
when It comes to offering courses on com- 
munlam In our unlverslUcs. 

But we can see no point In leaning over 
backwards Just because we happen to be al- 
lied with Russia. Tf we must teach commu- 
, nlsm, let's teach it for what It'i worth— lis 
.something camouflaged as a wartime gesture. 

Aa yet, we haven't heard anything about 
Russia erasing the deliberately distorted pic- 
ture of cruel, decadent capitalism and its 

■ downtrodden victims— the picture commu- 
nism paints of the United States.
